| was 82473 books. At the close of 1934 the| 
record is 84681 books borrowed by the people 
of Andover for home use. This is an increase 
over the previous year cf 2208 volumes, and a | 
use per capita by the population of 8.5 books. 
Since the per capita use set by the Massa 
chusetts Library Commission for a model 
town library is 5 bocks, Andover is well above 
the average.

Sixty men were employed this week by the 
Board of Public Works as the result ob tis 
first serious snewstorm of this winter. It is 
estimated that the storm has cost the town 
about $1500. 

Sixteen men were employed during the 
storm to throw back the plowed snow at the 
street intersections. Three teams of horses 
were used in the outlying districts to plow the 
snow off the country roads. Ten sidewalk 
plows were used, and fifteen truck plows. 

Later additional men were employed in 
sanding and shovelling. 

The snowfall was not deep enough to cause 
much trouble, although there were five inches 
of snow which proved because of its weight 
and the following rain hard to push back. 

A huge state tractor plow arrived in town 
yesterday, It is being kept at the Academy 
Garage in case of emergency.

Last week Representative Thomas J. 
Lane received a letter from the vice- 
president of the Eastern Massachusetts | 
Street Railway company who claimed | 
that a five-cent fare between Shawsheen 
village and Andover square was imposs- | 
ible. Representative Lane had also made 
a request for the establishment of a five- | 
cent fare between the village and the 
Lawrence traffic center, and this, too, | 
the vice-president stated was out of the} 
question. 

Probably the Shawsheen to Lawrence | 
five-cent fare is too much to ask at the 
present time, but the reasoning which) 
prompted the statement that the five-| 
cent rate from the village to Andover | 
square was impossible does not seem) 
consistent or fair. The vice-president 
dismisses the Lawrence request by stat- 
ing that the distance is ‘3.76 miles, | 
which is much greater than any other | 
place where the five-cent fare prevails.” 
But then he does not go on to state that 
the distance between Andover square 
and Shawsheen village is only about a} 
mile, which is less than some of the 
places where five-cent fares are in opera- 
tion. 

Instead he drops that line of reasoning 
and adopts a new point of attack. He} 
states that to make as much revenue as 
the railway is now making between 
these two points, it would mean that 142 
more passengers would have to be ob- 
tained daily, and this, he thinks, is im- 
possible. By cutting the present fare in 
half, the railway would need to obtain 
twice as many passengers, which means | 
that at present an average of 142 passen- 
vers commute between the village and | 
the square daily. Nearly everybody in} 
Andover thought it improbable that as 
many as 142 passengers made that 
short trip daily; so to them it does not 
seem impossible to double that amount. 
Actually, the additional number of 
passengers needed is not so great as the 
vice-president would lead one to believe, | 
because 142 passengers really means only 
71 persons. In other words, almost every- | 
body who rides from the village to the 
square rides back again, and vice versa. | 
\ total of 1142 one-way trips sounds | 
much more than 71 round-trips, but thal} 
is actually what it amounts to, It might 
be a good idea for the railway to count 
all the persons who walk from the square 
to the village rather than pay that exor- 
bitant dime for a ride on busses that are 
tearing by empty. 

But the important point is this: the 
railway official deliberately neglects to 
mention the short distance between the 
village and the square whereas he makes 
it a point to mention the long distance 
from the village to Lawrence. Does the 
street railway take no account of what 

1 trip is worth to the passenger? If a 
five-cent fare is proper for a mile tide in 
Danvers or within the cily limits of 
Lawrence, why is it not fait for a mile 
ride within the town limits of Andover? 
Why should Andover citizens be forced 
to pay twice as much to ride a mile as 
persons in other communities? 

Representative Lane is to be con- 
gratulated for his active interest in this 
matter. At the same time we cannot 
help but wonder where the selectmen 
have been. Of their answer is 
obvious: they asked the railway officials 
last spring about the rates, and they

Horses and Steel Cars Relics of By-Gone Days 


Enters 1935 


horses are even slow enough to be compared 
with a city street department laborer at 
work.) But the newspapers in the days when 
Andover had so many horses that it was 
called paradoxically a one-horse town never 
had to carry stories telling of the cighth fatal 
accident of the year. Nor did we have to 
crank up a horse on a cold morning, or keep 
filling it with overtaxed gasoline 

And the papers in the old days never had 
to report stories of drunken driving. True last 
fall a Lawrence officer arrested a drunken 
man driving a horse, but it was a case of a 
tipsy man driving rather than a man driving 
tipsy. If a drunken man gets behind the 
wheel of an automobile, it’s just too bad for 
pedestrians, other drivers, and himself. But 
when a drunken man clambers up onto the 
seat of a wagon, he will not do much physical 


harm to anyone. The man in Lawrence was | 


not arrested for driving into anybody; it was 
more because of the use of rather indelicate 


language and the too frequent bringing of | 
one of his digits into very close proximity

The automobile, here as in the case 
of the horse, was the important factor in the

before their final collapse. From an operating 
standpoint, one now was able to handle the 
operation of the car and the ccllecting of the 
fares, whereas two men, the motorman and 
the conductor, had been required before.

Mr. Gilbert immediately engaged the best 
draftsmen available and set to work to pre- 
pare the plans and specifications for bidding. 
He consulted Professor Jesse B. Davis of 
Boston University, an outstanding authority 
on school needs; he also consulted frequently 
our own school authorities who not only 
know school needs but the particular and 
peculiar needs of Andover 


In order to prepare the specifications it was 
necessary to know quite accurately what 
could be salvaged from old Punchard; there 
fore, this was razed during the early summer. 
On August 23, Mr. Gilbert brought to the 
P. W. A. office in Boston, for their approval, 
the completed plans and specifications for the 
Junior High school, heating plant, auditorium 
and gymnasium, These plans were approved 
and advertised for bids. On October 13, the 
bids were opened. As there were separate 
bids for the heating, plumbing and electrical 
equipment and alternates in all of these bids, 
it was necessary for the architect to take the 
Hgures and again “break” them down and 
reassemble them so the Building committee 
would understand what the exact costs would 
be. On October 31, these figures were taken 
under consideration by the building com- 
mittee. This committee found the bids (for a 
finished job) exceeded the appropriation by 
approximately $60,000.00, 


| 


duty of that committee to come within the 
appropriation if possible; the committee was 
also very conscious of the necessity of expe- 
diting the construction of the buildings. 

In the opinion of the firm of Kilham, Hop- 
kins and Greeley, to lessen the cost of con- 
struction it would be necessary to eliminate 
the boiler house and to put cast iron boilers, 
with oil burners in the basement of the Jack- 
son school. However, to overcome the un- 
satisfactory condition existing there now, the 
floor would be insulated making it possible to 
properly regulate the temperature in the 
school rooms and the use of oil would, of 
course, mean no dust. They would also cut 
the size of the gymnasium and make many 
changes in the auditorium, they also cheap 
ened the construction. With all these changes 
they could not give us assurance that the 
new bids would come within the appropria- 
tion. When asked what further changes they 
would suggest in order to be sure to come 
within the appropriation, the reply was to 
reduce the size of the Junior High school by 
two rooms. The committee felt the changes 
suggested by this firm would be so unsatis 
factory that it instructed Mr. Gilbert, to 
make what changes he could in his original 
plans to bring them nearer the appropriation. 
The changes Mr. Gilbert is making are 
structural changes, changes that will mean 
a cheaper and less desirable group of buildings 
but a group that will more nearly meet the 
needs and desires of Andover than any other 
plans at present available, Cast iron boilers 
under Jackson would mean a great saving In 
initial expense, but the cost of operating this 
type of heating plant, as nearly as can be 
estimated by our engineer (who is a national 
authority on heating plants and_ boilers) 
would be from $1,200.00 a year up depending 
upon the severity of the weather. This means 
that over a period of from 20 to 25 years the 
town would have paid as much for this 
cheaper boiler plant as it would for the better 
one and if the boiler plant was used for a 
longer period of time it would be an unneces- 
sary expense to the town. Considerable time 
and thought has been given to this problem. 
Perhaps the opinion of an unbiased authority 
lis worthy of being passed on—he says the 
boilers recommended by our engineer are 
fine, excellent, they are the “ Rolls-Royce of 
boilers.” : 

I have been bringing to your attention a 
series of facts, I have tried to make it an 
impersonal summary of facts and events, I 
will now present for your consideration some 
of my own opinions and conclusions. 

When I was appointed a member of the 
building committee, I was told to visit
